
I want to complain about Sinclair Broadcasting's 
plans to air an anti-Kerry documentary across its 62 
television stations days before the presidential 
election.

If the airing of the dcoumentary proceeds as 
planned, it will become a gross example of how 
large media conglomerates can get away with 
illegally using public airwaves to influence an 
election.
